St. Louis:University, which has 
had a varsity football team since 
1888 with the exception of two 
war years, announced today it was 
dropping football on an intercol- 
legiate basis, chiefly for economic 


reasons. 
The 1948 season, in which a 
large number of freshmen foot- 
ball players were given free 
board, room and tuition, resulted 
in a deficit of more than $115,- 
000, it was reliably reported. 


President’s Statement. 

In announcing discontinuance 
of the sport and the reasons for 
the action, the Rev. Paul C. Rein- 
ert S.J., university president, said: 
“The proportions that college 
football have assumed today de- 
mand that an institution place its 
program on a rigorous business 
basis, and a school not prepared 
to meet such demands often finds 
them too costly an experiment. 

“In a _ private institution of 
higher learning, which in view of 
present economic trends i? forced 
to husband its funds with the ut- 
most diligence, any channeling of 
resources from the _ essential 
academic objectives of general 

professional training into 
importance

areas of ‘secondary 
such as inter-collegiate football 
could not be justified.” 
Cites Sacrifices. 
Father Reinert also said that 
is “almost imperative that 

scholastic sacrifices be deliberate- 
ly accepted if a large university 
is to meet its highly specialized 
football rivals on an equal com- 
petitive basis.” 
. The university, he said, is un- 

willing “to submit to these schol- 
astic compromises” because of 
pride in an “academic tradition 
of longer standing than any other 
institution on this side of the 
Mississippi.” 

Father Reinert, in his state- 
ment, said the university would 
not compete in _ intercollegiate 
football, “at least for the imme- 
diate future.” Asked by reporters 
what he meant by “immediate fu- 
ture,” he suggested a period of 
at least five years. 

“As long as present economic 
conditions exist,” he added. “But 
there is no telling what will hap- 
pen after five years.” 

The question of what will be 
done with Walsh Stadium, where 
the university’s home games were 
played, has not been determined, 
Father Reinert said. Although 
the institution would like to use 
the stadium for an intramural 
program, its remoteness from the 
main buildings presents a prob- 
lem, he explained. 

Scholarships Still Valid. 

Students attending the univer- 
sity on athletic scholarships w--l 
be permitted to remain until com- 
pletion of their studies. ~ 
number involved is about 50.

Of the 10 others who stood 
trial with Kostov, five received 
life sentences, and the others jail 
terms ranging from eight to 16 
years each. 

They were accused of plotting 
with Americans, Britons and 
Yugoslavs to make Communist 
Bulgaria a puppet of Premier- 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugo- 
slavia. 

There is no appeal from the 
sentences, handed down by a Su- 
preme Court composed of three 
judges and four jurors selected 
by the Bulgarian Parliament. The 


11 defendants were tried under a 
special new law drawn up to 
bring to trial members of the 
Government accused of acts 
against it. 

The trial ended abruptly yes- 
terday, after Kostov’s own de- 
fense counsel condemned him. 
Kostov tried again, as he had be- 
fore, to deny the charges and 
retract his pre-trial “confession.” 
But he was shouted down and 
most of what he said’ was not 
heard in the uproar. 

All the others made statements 
of confession in court correspond- 
ing to their pre-trial confessions. 
They had thrown themselves on 
the mercy of the court. 

These defendants received life 
terms:

. | Minister; Nikola Pavlov, former 


Vice Minister. of Public Works; 
Nikola Nachev, former Deputy 
Construction Minister; Ivan Gev- 
rinov, former director of the Bul- 
garian National Bank, and Ivan 
Tutev, former director of the 
Board of Foreign Trade.

Planning Criticized. 
One of its principal recommen- 


'dations was for a transfusion of 


civilian leadership into the whole 
security program. The C.E.D. 
criticized today’s preparedness 
planning as being “neither effi- 
cient nor in balance.” 

The report said that a powerful 
military machine can dominate 
the economy and, unless held in 


y. 
Although it urged a continued 
strong action against subversive 
activities, it called for caution in 
the handling of “loyalty” in- 
quiries. The C.E.D. declared: 
“An atmosphere of suspicion 
favors the growth. of political 
police. Agencies power to 


‘investigate sometimes degenerate 


into organs of oppression and in- 
timidation. 

“Necessary investigations into 
loyalty can deteriorate into witch 
hunts which threaten the whole 
structure of individual freedom.” 

Strain on Free Society. 

In summary, the report stated: 
“The fear of war may dominate 
our lives for a generation”; se- 
curity outlays, abroad and at 
home, can impose a drain on the 
nation’s resources and a strain on 
the free American society; and 
that it is time to bulwark the 
country against this hazard to its 
liberties. 

“Security measures, uncurbed 
by the requirements of freedom, 
can undermine our free institu- 
tions,” the business group said. 

“Public apathy and the pres- 
sure for security can lead us 
along a dangerous road—a road 
that ends in what has aptly been 
called a garrison-police state.” 

C.E.D. was organized during the 
war to plan ahead for economic 
growth and high employment. Its 
statements on tax and economic 
policy and other matters have 
been credited with influencing 
legislation. 

The new report was the work 
of its research and policy com- 
mittee, headed by Marion B. Fol- 
som, treasurer of Eastman Kodak 
Co., and including such business 
men as Philip D. Reed, chairman 
of General Electric; William L.

Marshall, Smith and Schmegal 
dashed for the front door, shout- 
ing “Fire” to arouse the Behymer 
family. Reichwein ran toward a 
rear exit. His companions, who 
telephoned an alarm, believed he 
had left the building. Two Web- 
ster Groves ‘fire companies re- 
sponded and when firemen en- 
tered the building they found 
Reichwein’s body lying in the 
pressroom, about 10 feet from the 
rear door. There were superficial 
burns on his face. He was pro- 
nounced dead at St. Louis County 
Hospital. 

The cause of the sudden fire 
was not immediately determined. 
Firemen said at first they be- 
lieved the flash of flame resulted 
from spontaneous combustion. 
They said later that paper and 
rags may have been ignited by 
the flame of a gas dryer, which 
was in operation as the news- 
papers came off a press. 

Glenn G. Thomas, publisher, 
said his newspaper equipment, in- 
cluding a cylinder press, three 
job presses, folder and other ma- 
chinery, was a total loss. Dam- 
age to the building was largely 
from smoke and water.

At 
the same time, the jury in the 
court of United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen acquitted 
six individual officers of the 
firms who had been accused. of 
the same charges. The prosecu- 
tion was by the anti-trust division 
of the Department of Justice. 
udge Hulen fined the two dair- 
ies $5000 each, the maximum 
er the law. 

Judge Gardner’s opinion noted 
the acquittal of all individual de- 
fendants, officers of the com- 
panies, and pointed out that the 
defendant corporations could only 
have acted through their officers 
and agents. 

“It is true,” he wrote, “the 
question on review is not whether 
the verdict of acquittal of the in- 
dividual defendants was war- 
ranted, but whether the verdict 
of guilty as against the corpora- 
tions is sustained by substantial 
evidence, and mere inconsistency 
in verdicts is not fatal. 

“However, the verdict of not 
guilty as to the individual de- 
fendants in this case certainly 
stripped the verdict of guilty as 
to the corporation defendants of 
all semblance of logic or reason, 
and to our minds weakened the 
presumption of correctness usual- 
ly attributable to the verdict of a 


Rulling on Commerce. 

The opinion held the milk busi- 
ness of the two defendants con- 
stituted interstate commerce 
since the raw supply came in 
large part, from the state of IIl- 
nois. It also upheld the indict- 
ment as charging an offense un- 
der the Sherman Anti-Trust Act.

COUNTY TAKES OVER 
NEW COURTHOUSE 
IN BRIEF CEREMONY 


St. Louis county officially took 
over its new $1,650,000 court- 
house today, but, except for the 
opening of one court, the trans- 
fer of offices from the old to the 
new building will not be made 
until after Jan. 1. 

In a brief ceremony this after- 
noon, Horace B. Deal, president 
of H. B. Deal & Co., general con- 
tractor, handed keys of the new 
courthouse to Presiding Judge 
Luman F, Matthews of the county 
court. 

The first official oceupant will 
be Circuit Judge Fred E. Muel- 
‘ler, who will open court tomor- 
row morning in his new quar- 
ters. Since"his courtroom in the 
old building was torn down a 
year ago to make room for the 
new structure, Judge Mueller has 
had a shifting courtroom. 

Except for a small amount of 
interior work and the installation 
of furniture, the five-story build- 
ing, which is immediately north 
of the old building, is ready for 
occupancy. Work on it was be- 
gun Dec. 27, 1947. 


CHARGES COFFEE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
Senator Gillette (Dem.), Iowa,

Second Phase of Case. 

Johnson’s testimony yesterday 
opened the prosecution’s second 
phase of its attempt to convict 
Bridges of perjury in connection 
with his naturalization in 1945. 

The longshore leader is charged 
with perjury in testifying at a 
natualization hearing that he was 
not and had not been a member 
of the Communist party. Two 
union officers—J. R. Robertson 
and Henry Schmidt—are co-de- 
fendants, charged with conspiracy. 

Earlier Government witnesses 
testified that Bridges, a 48-year- 
old native of Australia, had been 
recruited into the Communist 
party in the early 1930s. 

Johnson, who has testified at a 
number of Communist hearings 
in New York. Washington, D. C., 
and Washington States, testified 
that Bridges first was selected for 
the Communist poiitical bureau 
in 1936 and again in 1938.

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
President Truman plans to obtain 
the views of all federal transpor- 
tation officials on a report pro- 
posing a merger of Government 
aid programs in the field of air, 
land and sea transport. 

The White House made public 
last night a 30,000-word report by 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
suggesting the consolidation along 
lines proposed by the Hoover 
commission. 

These aid programs include 
federal outlays for waterways, 
airports, airways and roads, di- 
rect subsidies, indirect financial 
assistance and sometimes outright 
federal operation of  transporta- 
tion services such as the barge 
lines. 

They are known as “promo- 
tional” activities to distinguish 
them from regulatory programs. 


The idea of merging would be 
to bring them into harmony, pro- 
mote efficiency and save money. 
Sawyer said the Government, 
through agencies that don’t con- 
sult each other, is spending close 
to one billion dollars a year to 
promote competing transport 
systems. 


In some cases, he said, federal 
subsidies to one travel medium, 
the airlines, for instance, are help- 
ing to force another medium, the 
railroads, in this case, into the 
red. Furthermore, he said, the 
regulatory agencies often work at 
cross purposes. 


Four Sawyer Proposals. 
Sawyer’s report, called for by 
the President three months ago, 
also suggested that the Govern- 
ment consider other revisions in 
the whole transportation policy, 
such as: 


1. Requiring users of inter- 
state transportation facilities 
_ gubsidized by the Government 
to pay for such use where they 
now do not, except where it 
is definitely proved the federal 
contribution is needed in the in- 
terest of national defense. 


2. “Elimination” of _ trans- 
portation rates ‘“‘not closely re- 
lated to the full-distributed cost 
of rendering the service.” ; 


3. Reduction of air mail pay- 
ments “to a level which repre- 
sents reasonable compensation 
for services actually rendered” 
and separation of subsidy pay- 
ments from mail payments. 

4. Requiring carriers to aban- 
don services operating at a loss 
and unneeded ffor national 
defense. 

On Regulatory Agencies. 
While making no attempt to an- 

swer the question of the desir- 

ability consolidating federal rate- 
making agencies, the report said 

“it is probable that a consolida- 
tion of regulatory controls will 
eventually be necessary.” 

Under the Hoover plan, the 
promotional programs would be 
centered in one transportation 
agency, with separate commis- 
sions retained for regulation, such 
as the Interstate Commerce, 
Maritime, Civil Aeronautics and 
Federal Power agencies. | 

Sawyer said if two proposals— 
requiring users to pay for facili- 
ties aided by federal funds and 
eliminating transport charges not 
related to service cost plus a re- 
turn needed to attract capital— 
were carried out simultaneously, 
most of the complaints that rail- 
roads have against competing car- 
riers and vice versa would be 
eliminated. 

“The net result,” he added, 
“would be a more effective use 
of transport resources with each 
type of carrier performing the 
various services in which it had 
a cost advantage.” 

The report called the present 
rate structure “ a mass of incon- 
sistencies and inequalities.” 

Motor Carrier Question. 

It said further that careful 
studies should be made to deter- 
mine whether motor carriers as 
a whole or the various classes of 
them “are in fact paying ade- 
quate user charges for the use of 
the highways or whether they are 
being indirectly subsidized.” 

e Studies should also be made, it 
added, to determine the extent of 
the “advantages” it said are now 
enjoyed by water and air carriers 
over the railroads through subsi- 
dies, and whether such policies 
should be changed.

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WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
The United States is renewing 
diplomatic relations with Panama, 
withheld since Arnulfo Arias took 
power in a series of government 
overturns last month. 


Secretary f State Dean Acheson 
announced the decision at a press 
conference today. He said as- 
surances have been received from 
President Arias that his govern- 
ment will fulfill Panama’s inter- 
national obligations. That is a 
particularly important point for 
the United States since the Pan- 
ama Canal cuts through the heart 
of the little Latin American coun- 
try. : 
Acheson noted that there was 
no foreign intervention involved 
in the government changes in 
Panama. This reference might 
have bearing on future American 
consideration of recognition of 
the Chinese Communist Govern- 
ment. In the case of China, the 
Communists have had outside 
support from Russia. 

Recalls Earlier Statement. 
In his statement, Acheson re- 
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called that the United States has 
“publicly deplored” the means of 
the political changes in Panama. 

The series of overturns in Fan- 
ama’s Government began Nav. 20, 
when Police Chief Col. Jose 
Remon forced the resignation of 
President Daniel Chanis Jr., who 
had accused him of profiting from 
cattle and transportation monopo- 
lies. Remon’s cousin, Vice Presi- 
dent Roberto Chiari, then was 
sworn in as President. 

Subsequently, Chanis withdrew 
his resignation, and Chiari asked 
the Panama Supreme Court for a 
legal opinion. The court ruled 
that Chanis still was legally Presi- 
dent, and Chiari quit. 

But Remon, whose police force 
is Panama’s only armed body, 
then moved Arias into the Presi- 


dency. Remon claimed Arias had 
defeated Chanis for the. Presi- 
dency in 1948, but was counted 
out. Arias served as President 
twice before, but was forced to 
flee both times. 

Views on Formosa. 

In erply to questions about the 
status of Formosa, where the 
Chinese Nationalist Government 
has established itself, Acheson 
said this is a matter of great im- 
portance which is constantly be- 
fore the top level National Secur- 
ity Council. He declined to dis- 
cuss what action the United 
States might take to keep the is- 
land from falling under Chinese 
Communist control. 

The United States, he said, re- 
gards Formosa as a conquered 
territory, which was part of the 
Japanese empire and fell to the 
Pacific Allies in the war. He 
noted that Formosa already is be- 
ing administered by one of the 
Allies, Nationalist China, which 
was assigned the role at the 
time of the Japanese surrender. 

Acheson also said the United 
States deplores the reported ap- 
peal of President Trujillo to the 
Dominican Republic Congress for 
power to declare war against any 
nation he believes to be shielding 
preparations for an invasion of 
the republic. Acheson called this 
a failure to rely on the pro- 
cedures laid down in inter-Ameri- 
can defense agreements to meet 
such situations.

Conservation 


Efforts Futile 


Cites Examples of Conflict Between Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau — 
Accuses Both Agencies of ‘Brazen and 
Pernicious Lobbying.’

Development has “reached the point of a national scandal.” 


Miller, who headed the task 


force on natural resources of the 


Hoover Commission on Organization of the Executive Branch of 


Government, told the National 
federal action to conserve natural 


Reorganization Conference that 
resources is an absolute necessity 


and is impossible under the present Government setup. 


Summarizing the report of the 
task force, which was bitterly 
critical of the manner in which 
the Army Engineers and the In- 
terior Department’s Reclamation 
Bureau are attempting to develop 
the Missouri River Valley, Miller 
recalled that the remedy suggest- 
ed by the task force was creation 
of a Department of Natural Re- 
sources to handle development of 
the nation’s water rescurces. 


The commission itself did not 
approve the suggestion of the task 
force, the majority favoring a re- 
organization of the Interior De- 
partment. A minority supported 
the task force. 

“Unsound Projects.” 


“The Engineers and the Bureau 
are now engaged in a frantic com- 
petition with each other for the 
taxpayer’s money in what are 
often premature and unsound 
river development projects, dupli- 
cating each other’s surveys and 
bidding against each other for lo- 
cal support at national expense,” 
Miller said. “Both are guilty of 
brazen and pernicious lobbying to 
achieve their ends.” 

Miller cited two examples of 
“wastefulness and bad planning” 
on the part of these agencies. 
About 40 years ago, he said, As- 
mus Boysen constructed a small 
power dam on the Big Horn river 
in Wyoming. The _ Burlington 
Railroad built a track beside the 
dam and the state laid down a 
highway beside the railroad. Silt 
collected behind the dam _ and 
Boysen was forced to increase its 
height. The railroad complained 
that the dam was now a menace 
to its roadbed. The courts held 
the dam was a nuisance and or- 
dered it dynamited. 

“Now a few years ago,” said 
Miller, “when the Reclamation 
Bureau plunged into a wild race 
to stake out projects in the Mis- 
souri basin ahead of its rival, the 
Army Engineers, it hit upon the 
idea of again damming up the Big 
Horn at Boysen’s old site. A 
reconnaissance survey fixed the 
cost at $8,200,000. Reclamation 
started building a mighty struc- 
ture designed to aid flood con- 
trol, supply irrigation water and 
produce power. 

“But the railroad and highway 
people were no more anxious to 
be flooded out than they had been 
30 years earlier, so the bureau 
had to shoulder the cost of relo- 
eating railroad and highway. To 
relocate the highway alone, I am 
informed, will cost $1,642,000. The 
cost of relocating the railroad 
will be staggering—$15,096,000 at 
the latest estimate. At last count 
the Bureau was admitting the 
project would cost $29,726,000. 
Only time will tell how much 
higher the bill will run.” 

Waste in a Massive Dam. 

Miller’s second example was 
designed to show “how the Army 
Engineers persist in spendin 
money for projects of doubtf 
necessity.” He said that in Den- 
ver there is an “inconsequential” 
stream known as “Cherry creek, 
which occasionally floods.” The 
floods are held in check by a 


ter discharge of 70,000 second- 
feet (cubic feet of water in one 
second), although the stfeam, dur- 
ing the worst flood of record, dis- 
charged only 20,000 second-feet 
of water. 

Disregarding the recommenda- 


said, the Army Engineers now are 
engaged in building a massive 
dam 140 feet high. The reason for 
the huge dam is that “by a de- 
cidedly roundabout means of fig- 
uring they concluded a flood of 
113,000 second-feet was theoreti- 
cally possible.” 

Miller told the conference, 
which was held to stimulate gov- 
ernment reorganization, that fed- 
eral action to prevent such occur- 
rences and conserve resources “is 
not possible under the present 
government setup, which is a 
hodgepodge of divided authority, 
conflicting aims, overlapping, 
duplication and rivalry between 
bureaus and departments. The 
urgent need for conservation is 
something which calls for active 
and ‘intelligent application today— 
oe years hence may well be too 
ate.” 

Miller did not discuss the pro- 
posed Missouri Valley Authority, 
which has been advocated as a 
solution to most of the problems 
connected with development of 
the basin. 


Senater Lucas for Plans to Set Up 
a Unified Agency. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 

Merger of the civil functions of 
the Army Engineers with those 
of the Reclamation Bureau a. 
a sihgle water development agen- 
cy was advocated today by Sen- 
ator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois. 
Lucas, the Democratic Senate 
leader, told a reporter that if 
President Truman asks for such 
a consolidation in reorganization 
plans to be sent to Congress he 
will give it vigorous support. 
“I am absolutely for the con- 
solidation of these two agencies,” 
Lucas said. “It would eliminate 
confusion in our water resources 
program and I think it also 
would save a lot of money by 
eliminating some of the pet proj- 
ects that now get through.” 

When it meets in January, the 
Senate will have on its calendar 
a committee bill authorizing $1,- 
564,000,000 in new waterway proj- 
ects. Most of these are flood con- 
trol, rivers and harbors improve- 
ments to be built by the Army 
Engineers. Included, however, is 
about $200,000,000 for reclama- 
tion projects in the Missouri river 
basin. 

Budget Director Frank Pace Jr. 
said yesterday a sweeping pro- 
gram to reorganize the Govern- 
ment would be laid before Con- 
gress by President Truman next 
year. Pace, who has just re- 
turned from Key West confer- 
ences with Truman said the Presi- 
dent has had staff analyses pre- 
pared “covering virtually the en- 
tire range” of those advocated by 
the Hoover commission on reor- 
ganization. 

Pace made the statement to a 
meeting of the Citizens Commit-

UBLIC HOUSING ADMINSTRATION handling of the disposal. 
of Government-built wartime dwellings is caustically assailed in. 
a report by a House Executive Expenditures subcommittee. 


The investigating group, headed by Representative Porter Hardy 
(Dem.), Virginia, charges PHA with excessive spending, waste and 


incompetence. 

At the conelusion of the war, 
the Government had 623,691 
housing units, of which 423,575 
were temporary and 191,166 
permanent. Under the law; all 
temporary dwellings must be 
dispersed of by Jan. 1, 1950. 

Despite this requirement and 
the great demand for housing, 
the Hardy committee found 
that, as of April 30, 1949, PHA 
still had 139,538 permanent 
units and 191,843 temporary 

dwellings. Also, that during the 
six-month period November 
1948 to May 1949, the agency 
disposed of only 6460 units 
while spending $3,500,000 for 
this purpose. 

PHA’s excessive costs are se- 
verely condemned by the Hardy 
committee as follows: 

“We believe that the total $8.- 
507,000 of Public Housing Ad- 
ministration administrative ex- 
penses which have been charged 
against the war-housing disposi- 
tion program during the past four 
fiscal years is excessive and un- 
reasonable. Although nearly four 
years have elapsed since the end 
of hostilities, the prompt and 
speedy disposition of public war- 
housing expected by Congress 
has not been realized. If the re- 
maining units are sold at the same 
rate that sales have been made 
during the past four years, it 
would take approximately 20 
years for all units to be sold.” 

Congress Criticized. 

An unusual feature of the Com- 
mittee’s report is sharp criticism 
of Congress as partly responsible 
for the situation. 

It is practically unprecedented 
for a Congressional committee to 
reprove Congress. But the Hardy 
committee minces no words in 


a 50 per cent reduction in the to- 
tal administrative personnel. And 
the efficient over-all operation of 
the disposal program appears to 
have been hampered by delega- 
tions of authority which did not 
clearly define responsibility and 
prevent duplication of activities.” 


In another report’ several 
months ago, the Hardy committee 
even more scathingly denounced 
the Maritime Commission for 
gross waste, irregularities and in- 
competence. The Commission was 
charged with squandering hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars.

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_ Significant Resignation 

Quietly, as a matter of routine, Mayor Darst 
has announced the resignation of Henry F. 
Chadeayne as chairman of the St. Louis Council 
on Human Relations. This, however, was no 
routine resignation. Actually, it is a revelation 
of the Mayor’s determination to bend the coun- 
cil—which might have done much for the better- 
ment of race relations—to the exigencies of 
politics. 7 | 

The immediate reason for Mr. Chadeayne’s 
departure was the Mayor’s determination to de- 
prive the council of the independence necessary 
for its successful functioning. He simply would 
not let the council hire its own director. .In- 
stead, the Aldermen were asked to place the 
appointment with the Mayor and, further, to ex- 
empt the director from civil service. 

Such a situation would be relished by no self- 
respecting council chairman. It would force the 
council to follow the City Hall line or have its 
chief full-time employe working against it. No 
wonder Mr. Chadeayne quit. Only “his zeal for 
the council’s purpose kept him from issuing a 
strong protest. Instead, he permitted the Mayor 
to announce the resignation at his own time and 
with his own explanation. : 

This is not the first resignation from the coun- 
cil. Russell Dearmont, named temporary chair- 
man when the 15-member body was formed on 
June 22, quit long ago. One or two other mem- 
bers also dropped out. All of them acted with 
circumspection. But it is a question whether any 
good can be done by further silence. 

The plain fact is that the council has been 
kept in a state of virtual impotence for some 
time. The Mayor announced its creation with a 
fine fanfare the very day after the Fairgrounds 
Park swimming pool incident. That, of course, 
was when public opinion was clamoring for ac- 
tion. With commendable promptness, the new 
council then brought George Schermer from 
Detroit to make an expert. appraisal and 
recommendations. 

The Police Department was quick to ac- 
knowledge those sections which pertained to it. 
Beyond that, however, it has been the old story 
of a report in a pigeonhole. On the wholeé, St. 
Louis is just where it was on the morning of 
June 22. + 

This is strictly Mayor Darst’s affair. He ap- 
pointed the council. He insists on having a 
political director instead of giving the council 
a free hand. So far, he has stood in the way of 
effective action. Maybe he has ideas about how 
to do what needs doing. If so, he rad better be 
giving them solid form. Half a year has already 
been lost. 
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Confusion in the Dairy Case 

The latest ruling in the Federal Government’s 
case of price-fixing against the large Pevely and 
St. Louis dairies leaves the controversy more 
than ever in doubt. Writing the opinion of the 
Federal Court of Appeals, Presiding Judge Gard- 
ner said that the evidence produced in the trial 
was. “not inconsistent with innocence of the de- 
fendants.” The companies were fined by a fed- 
eral jury in the court of District Judge Hulen, 
but the defendant executives were acquitted. 
Now, the three-judge appellate court orders the 
case back to district court for a new trial. 

But Judge Gardner raised another point and 
that was whether the case should have been 
brought, as it was, under the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. On this point, Judges Thomas and 
Riddick, who sat with Judge Gardner, disagreed. 
So there is dissent and confusion on a question 
more fundamental than the nature of the eyvi- 
dence itself. 

When the case was in district court, Federal 
Judge Hulen declined to sustain a motion for 
acquittal. He clearly regarded the basis of the 
suit as reasonable and the evidence as worth 
listening to. Under these circumstances there 
is only one thing to do and that is to pass this 
issue up to the Supreme Court in Washington 
as scon as possible. 

For this is not an isolated case. Similar pro- 
ceedings are pending in othe- cities. The De- 
partment of Justice and food and milk distribu- 
tors need to know what Chief Justice Vinson 
and his associates think of the important ques- 
tions in controversy. 
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Water Shortage, Water Waste 
Former President Hoover sounded a warning 
at the National Reorganization Conference that 
the Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau 
overiap, duplicate and compete in the engineer- 

ing of the nation’s water resources. 


As he was telling how wasteful this is of’ 


money, Americans all over the country had rea- 
son to realize that the consequent wastefulness 
of water is even more serious still. 


New York City is struggling with a severe and 
chronic water shortage. So are New Jersey and 
Illinois, Vermont, Connecticut and Texas. So 
are Louisiana, Florida, Georgia and California, 
at some of whose coastal cities salt water is in- 
truding into the drinking water supply. So is 
Arizona, locked in a furious battle with Cali- 
fornia over the waters of the Colorado river, 
which both states see as the measure of their 
future. ; 


Missouri, too, is concerned. Gov. Smith is. 


afraid that if the Upper Missouri Valley states 
get all the water they want for irrigation, too 
little will be left in the Missouri river for do- 
mestic supply and sewage disposal in the Lower 
Valley states. Truly all 48 states are becoming 
conscious of the necessity of conserving water, 
as only the subhumid states had been before. 

It is being borne in on urban dwellers who 
never get closer to the soil than a concrete side- 
walk that they require water to live and prosper. 
They are learning that every American requires 
the stupendous sum of 700 gallons of water a 
day; that it takes five gallons of water to pro- 
duce one gallon ‘of milk, 10 gallons of water to 
produce one of gasoline, 33 gallons of water to 
produce one pound of steel. 

Despite the dire need to-conserve water, water 
is being wasted by the competition of the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau in the 
Columbia Valley, and the Central Valley of Cali- 
fornia, and the Missouri Valley. 

Mr. Hoover believes the solution is in a new, 
unified water conservation service. The Gover- 
nors of the 10 Missouri Valley states, who have 
been playing alorig with the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau for four years now, 
are satisfied they were on the wrong track and 
they seek a solution in an interstate compact. 

The Post-Dispatch believes the solution is a 
Missouri Valley Authority; but this newspaper

Indeed, many Americans would be much hap- 
pier if this second Copéon trial had never been 
pushed. The former State Department employe 
was tried and found guilty last June on espion- 
age charges. Federal Judge Reeves sentenced 
her to serve from 40 months to 10 years in 
prison. _To many citizens, a second trial now 
smacks of double jeopardy. 

As for Gubitchev, one way to handle him is to 
tell him and his country, Russia, that he has 
overstayed his welcome. It is pointless to put 
the Government to the expense of trying him 
and perhaps boarding him throughout a dubious 
prison sentence. Unless the FBI has good rea- 
son. to believe that Gubitchev possesses secrets 
he should not be allowed to take to Russia, he 
had much better be returned, without further 
ado, to the Soviet Union. 

All of this is by way of saying that it is good 
to see Judge Ryan standing firm for the law 
against wire-tapping and promising to toss the 
case out of court if it is not legally based. 
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Gentlemen Prefer Brains 

If we ever heard of a thing it was both sensi- 
ble and pleasant to disbelieve, it’s what a former 
member of the French underground, now teach- 
ing languages in Los Angeles, says about women 
spies. The Mata Hari type is now passe, he says, 
because a woman spy today’ needs more brains 
than sex appeal. 

How does the former member of the French 
underground think women become s0 appealing, 
anyway? How do they achieve just exactly the 
hat, and no other, that makes them look so 
kissable? In what way do they summon the pre- 
cise smile, enigmatic or flashing, that makes a 
man eager to know what thoughts happened 
along to light it up? What, in short, makes a 
Mata Hari look like a Mata Hari instead of a 
Melissa Hardscrabble? 

Brains is what does it, that’s what—pure, un- 
adulterated brains. Show us a woman who looks 
fit to step straight into a confectioner’s window 
without any alterations, and we will show you a 
woman who is dumb like a fox. You can bet 
your bottom dollar and your top secret it wasn’t 
frumps who made international intrigue as in- 
ternational as it is—or as intriguing. 
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What of the Pilots? 


Bad weather was once considered an everlast- 
ing enemy of airmen. Yet weather has had de- 
creasing effect on airplane accidents, and it was 
at least a secondary incident in the latest crash 
near Washington’s National Airport. 

Weeks may pass before the Civil Aeronauties 
Board determines what caused a Capital airliner 
to swerve off its landing beam and dive into a 
Potomac. mudbank. First reports indicate an 
engine quit. Fast rescue work saved 19 of those 
aboard, but four were killed and many were 
injured. 

In the same fog, 40 planes were stacked above 
National Airport at one time. All but the one 
landed safely. This performance would have. 
been .considered a near-miracle 10 years ago. 
New instrument and radar landing devices have 
begun to see through the weather. 

Yet man’s ingenuity has not been so thor- 
oughly applied to himself. A CAB report on 
causes of air accidents notes the reduced impor- 
tance of weather and aircraft failure. But the 
outstanding change in recent years, it says, is 
“the increase in personnel errors, mainly by 
pilots.” 

The CAB also reviewed 1000 accidents during 
1949, finding that pilot error was the chief cause 
of 762 accidents. The veteran airline pilots were 
guilty of few of these, but even a few is too 
many, for more is demanded of them than of 
other airmen. 

Each safety invention, the addition of each in- 
strument to a plane, adds to the maze of dials 
and buttons on the cockpit panel. And an air- 
line spokesman has said, “Not one gadget or one 
knob has been taken from the cockpit in 10 
years.” 

While aeronautical science concentrates on the 


. physical factors in air safety, has there been 


enough consideration of human factors—sim- 
plicity of plane operation and effectiveness of 
pilot tests? After the collisions, crashes and 
near-misses of recent months, the CAB ought to 
find out. 
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Soviet Propaganda in Schools 

Communism is contagious, but like many in- 
fectious diseases it can’t be fought simply by 
preventing exposure to it. A little contact builds 
up resistance. 

Instead of remembering that fact, school ad- 
ministrators throughout the country have been 
making sure that school children don’t see a 
propaganda magazine issued by the Russian Em- 
bassy in Washington; five copies of which were 
sent to McKinley High School here recently. 
Here, as in much of the rest of the United 
States, the magazine was thrown away. 

The magazine depicts life in the Soviet Union 
as only a devout Communist could see it. For 
everybody else, it’s a gigantic farce, and a lib- 
eral and not unimportant education in the size 
of the whoppers the Russians, after telling them- 


_ selves for years, now sre trying to tell the rest 


of the world. 

High school children, as their parents are fre- 
quently startled to discover, have a habit of dis- 
playing an understanding beyond their years. 
If they are given a chance to find out for them- 
selves what the cold war is about, they may be 
able to keep considerably cooler about it than 
their elders.

From Raymond H. Wittcoff’s Recent Address Before the 
Rotary Club of St. Louis 


Do you consider it inevitable that 
America will be involved in another war 
in the next 20 years? Gallup asked this 
question last year and found that about 80 
per cent believed that war is inevitable. 
Of course, Gallup asked the American 
people another question last year and got 
the wrong answer. I hope he was wrong 
on this one, because a widespread convic- 
tion that war is inevitable is the one 
thing that will make it so. And if war is 
inevitable, man has no future. 

It is clear that man has now perfected 
the means with which he might finally 
succeed in-his peren- | 


- nial efforts at self- 


extermination. If war 
is inevitable, man 
has no future. 

If there is nothing 
in our nature that 
makes war inevit- 
able, the problem 
lies in our institu- 
tions. Because we 
have the power to 
change our institu- 
tions, we can pre- 
vent war. But we 
are so attached to 
our present institu- 
tional “arrangements meen Ti Mitteott 
it is hard to examine them in a detached 
way. 

Our Founding Fathers recognized that 
men cannot live at peace without govern- 
ment. Alexander Hamilton told his fel- 
low delegates that anyone who believed 
that separate governments could possibly 
live at peace without a common over-all 
government would be “setting at defiance 
the accumulated experiences of the ages.” 


Lesson From the Founding Fathers 


When the Founding Fathers decided to 
create a Federal Constitution for America, 
a leading New York editor denounced the 
scheme as being “more visionary than any- 
thing ever conceived by even: the wildest 
writers of romance.” It was argued that 
the many diverse and hostile elements in 
America could never unite. 

When our Founding Fathers conceived 
the idea of federation they did more than 
save America. Their breathtaking bold- 
ness has inspired some of their successors 
in the present Congress to promote the 
great idea that may save the world. One 
hundred and four members of the House 
of Representatives: and 22 Se..ators are 
sponsoring a resolution that reads: 


“It igs the sense of the Congress that it 
should be a fundamental objective of the 
foreign policy of the United Stateg to sup- 
port and strengthen the United Nations 
and to seek its development into a world 
federation open to all nations, with defined 
and limited powers adequate to preserve 
peace and preverié aggression through the 
enactment, interpretation and enforcement 
of world law.” 


The Alternative Is Anarchy 


The first principle is that only a world 
government can keep world peace. A gov- 
ernment has a monopoly @n the legitimate 
use of armed force in a community. and ét 
can act on individuals. Only when indi- 
viduals surrender their power to make war 
on each other and agree to submit to the 
authority of a government is peace in a 
community possible. If you dissent from 
this first principle of the congressional 
resolution, you are an anarchist. 

The second principle is that the world 
government will have a federal structure 
with defined and limited powers adequate 
to preserve peace and prevent aggression. 
It will have only those specific powers 
which the people assign to it. 

Many Federalists believe that the world 
government should be able to do more 


tice. We should insist that a Bill of 
Human Rights be written into the World 
Constitution. 

If the world government is to assure 
peace, it should have some power to legis- 
late on the basic causes of international 
conflict. For example, the world govern- 
ment should have the power to link the 
world’s currencies on a stable basis. 


A third principle in the congressional 
resolution is that it should be an object of 
our foreign policy to support and 
strengthen the United Nations. To make 
the case for world government does not 
constitute an attack on the UN. You are 
not attacking an a¢orn when you insist 
that it is not an oak. .The appeal here is 
to support the UN, to save it by giving it 
the powers without which it cannot live. 


A fourth principle basic to the congres- 
sional resolution is that the world federa- 
tion should be open to all nations. What 
will Russia do? 


What About Russia? 


It is possible that Russia may accept 
the proposal that we all surrender our 
war-making power to the United Nations. 
The plain fact is that so long as the na- 
tions retain their war-making power, war 
‘is inevitable. History provides ample evi- 
dence that peace cannot be achieved 
through a balance of power, because 
neither power wants balance, each wants 
Supremacy. If the Russian Government 
really prefers peace to war, it will have to 
accept the federalist proposal. 


The Federalist position is unequivocally 
opposed to the appeasement of Russia. It 
recognizes that we cannot get peace 
through appeasement, nor can we get 
peace through intimidation. 

Under a federal world government the 
member states could have different eco- 
nomic systems. The competition between 
Communism and capitalism would con- 
tinue, but the competitors would be un- 
armed. Federalists believe that Commu- 
nism will be checked when the conditions 
of war and injustice that breed Commu- 
nism are eliminated. 


Common Instinct, Common Humanity 


On the hypothesis that Russia might in 
the beginning stay out/ we should still 
make this great proposal to humanity. Let 
us not forget that more than a billion and 
a half of the world’s people are not citi- 
zens of either great power. The Commu- 
nists have not hesitated to offer the world 
a long-range plan. We should give a 
clearer impression of the kind of world we 
want. A proposal for a just world govern- 
ment might fire the imagination and cap- 
ture the support of people everywhere. 


The Atomic Age makes world govern- 
ment necessary; therefore, it is possible. 
All men share a common instinct to sur- 
vive. However, there is a force working 
for peace that is greater than fear. Our 
faith in our common humanity is the cre- 
ative force that may bring one good world. 


Aristotle said that man is by nature a 
political animal. We have observed man’s 
natural tendency to form governments on 
higher and higher levels. First there was 
the , then the clans and tribes, then 
cities states, then the nations. World 
government is not beyond man, it will 
represent the fulfillment of his nature. 


Whether or not it comes in time to pre- 
vent a third world war, world government 
is inevitable. —

Between Book Ends 


Saga of a Kansas Artist 


THE PASSIONATE JOURNEY, by Irving Stone. (Dou 
bleday & Co., 337 pgs., $3.) 

Irving Stone’s first biographical novel, 
“Lust for Life,” published in 1934, was 
About Vincent Van Gogh. It was a suc- 
cessful book, and in the next few years 
Mr. Stone turned out three more biograph- 
ical novels. Concerned with the lives .of 
Jack London, Jessie Benton Fremont and 
Eugene V. Debs, they were somewhat less 
successful than the first effort, although 
the London book, “Sailor on Horseback,” 
was printed in shortened form by the 
Reader’s Digest. 

His newest book -is in the same form, 
this time about an American painter who 
has been less well known than he deserves. 
John Noble was born in Kansas; his early 
life in Wichita was undisciplined and, as 
related by Mr. Stone, dull. There is little 
wonder, since what he wanted of life was 
to paint, that he escaped to Paris. 


Paris, in the early years of the present 
century, gave him more of what he wanted 
—after he had met a few people by rid- 
ing his horse into a 
Beaux Arts Ball and 
shooting out the 
lights in western 
fashion. It still was 
not an especially un- 
usual life for an 
artist of this period, 
however, although 
the author has enliv- 
ened this phase of 
his story by intro- 
ducing such famous 
names as those of 
Henri Matisse and 
Gertrude Stein. 

Not until the artist 
reached Brittany on 
a honeymoon did he find himself in his 
work, and during the succeeding four 
years he did a large share of the paintings 
which made him famous. It was a happy 
period, brought to an end by the first 
World War; only once later, in Province- 
town, did he achieve anything like an in- 
tegrated happiness in his personal life and 
in his painting. His last years, in New 
York, were wretched, with too frequent 
periods of drunkenness, brushes with the 
police and commitments to Bellevue. 


Mr. Stone writes facilely and sometimes 
sloppily. He presents a picture of an artist 
who produced much but might have done 
much more, the apparent reason for this 
shortcoming being his lack of control of 
whims and appetites. There is some at- 
tempt to make a search for God the driv- 
ing force of his life, but this is mystical 
and falls down as an explanation of the 
behavior of his last years. No doubt the 
author feels admiration for his subject; it 
seems to me, however, that he has suc- 
ceeded in doing little more for him than 


bringing his name before the public.

BENJAMIN CONSTANT, by Hareld Nicholson,

When the eccentrics of the world have 
all been listed, Benjamin Constant’s name 
may not lead all the rest but it will be 
well up near the top. Educated by a crack- 
brained father who, among his other un- 
usual rules for the training of a boy, de- 
manded that Benjamin be crammed with 
Latin and Greek at the age of five, Con- 
stant gave early evidence of his precocity 
by writing a book when he was 12. His 
name is almost a pun on his life, for he 
was constant in nothing but his incon- 
stancy whether mistresses or politics were 
concerned. Mme. de Stael alone of all the 
ladies managed to hold him for long 
and then only by such heroic measures as 
throwing herself down in the front hall of 
his father’s house, where he was hiding 
from her, and threatening to commit sui- 
cide on the spot. | 

During most of his adult life a writer 
of political pamphlets, Constant once es- 
tablished some sort of record by surviving 
in five successive French governments, all 
of them antagonistic to one another. In 
this biography of a light weight tight-rope 
dancer Harold Nicholson has written in 
his usual witty, urbane fashion.

N my ignorance, I have just learned that.a man named Jordan 
.W. Chambers is one of the most powerful political figures in St. 
politicians 


Louis. This 
teenth Ward Negro night club owner and undertaker. It ° will 
amuse the Negro population of St. Louis, who have for years 
looked to Chambers for guidance and for instructions as to 
how to vote on crucial issues. 

But I find my ignorance is shared by many people who think 
they know what goes on in St. Louis. I knew the late Judge George 

_ Vaughan and, of course, the names 
_ Of the Negro lawyer, David Grant, 
and other Negro leaders, are 
familiar. But the fact is that these 
men have been, in a sense, the 
ublic representatives of Cham- 
rs. He is the big figure behind 
the scenes. 

I do not mean to imply that 
there is anything sinister about 
this. Chambers just hasn’t sought 
the limelight. When I asked him 
to talk to me, thowever, he con- 
sented readily and he talked with 
the greatest of freedom. There 
Was a minimum of the “off the 
record” hush-hush that public 
men use these days to escape 
responsibility for their  state- 
ments. 

For nearly three hours, Cham- 
bers told me of his political : 
methods, his likes and dislikes among politicians and of his position 
on vital issues coficerning the Negro people. The interview took 
place in Chambers’ small wood-paneled office at The Riviera night 
ms hemogged - ee was ——— Dancing Academy.

IN THE 30 YEARS of his political activity (he will be 54 next 
Christmas day), Chambers .has seen a parade of populations in the 
Nineteenth Ward—first Irish, then Jewish and now Negro. It is 
the largest Negro Ward in the city with about 14,000 voters. It is 
definitely Chambers’ ward. I asked him how many other wards he 
controlled, and he smilingly replied: “I wouldn’t say I controlled any, 
but I have friends in the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Eighteenth.” 

. Like most other Negroes, Chambers used to be a Republican 
but he made an abrupt switch to the Democratic party when Franklin 
Roosevelt came to power. That’s because Chambers. saw in FDR the 
hope of the underprivileged people in America. In 1934, in the hard 
days of the depression, he became a Constable, a job he used to 
defend the poor from unfair evictions and the like. He quit being 
Constable in 1942. Since 1938, he has been a member of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee; therefore, one of the rulers of the party. 


Jordan W. Chambers 


TO GET THE STATISTICS out of the way, Chambers since | 


1934 has been made co-chairman of the committee to get out the 
Negro vote. So far as national campaigns are concerned, he has 
represented the Democratic party for the whole state in 1940, 1944 
and 1948. He correctly®prophesied Truman’s election last year on 
the basis of his own political analysis, and put up a bet to back his 
convictions. And speaking of presidential campaigns, H. Sam Priest 
told me that, if Chambers were a white man, he probably would be 
a national figure in politics. | 
Chambers is an organization man, or, again to quote Mr. Priest, 
* a structural leader. He is very close to his people, builds from the 
grass roots and not only knows what they are thir.king, but helps to 
form their thoughts by his innate quality of leadership. As a day-to- 
day proposition. and Chambers works at politics 365 days a year, 
this means he sees more people “than any other committeeman” and 
constantly discusses not only their personal problems, but broader 


issues. 
® * 

AT HIS UNDERTAKING PLACE (‘Cardinal and Franklin) he 
holds an hour open each day (usually between 6 and 7), when he 
listens to the troubles or ideas of his people. He may receive 10 or 
15 each evening. Later on, he goes to The Riviera (considered the 
best Negro night club in. the Midwest with name bands and good 
floor shows). There, a mecca of local Negroes, he sees many other 
people. The cocktail bar on the lower floor of the club is often 
turned into a kind of debating society. There Pops, as the youngsters 
call him, listens to argument and dispenses wisdom. “Some nights.” 
said Pops, “you might see three or four Negro Ph.Ds at the bar.” 

So The Riviera, in addition to being a place of entertainment, 
is a kind of intellectual center, too. It was there some years ago 
_ that Pops convinced some of the more leftist young sprouts that it 
would be a bad idea for them to support Henry Wallace. The local 
Wallace boom among Negroes broke down, he thinks, at The Riviera. 
He says this not in the manner of a boast, but as a statement of 
frank opinion. “Soundness” is a favorite word of Chambers anc he 
says simply: “Wallace is unsound.” 


* 

THE “OPEN HOUSE” AT The Riviera lasts until 12, when Pops 
finishes the last of many bottles of mineral water. But his: political 
activity continues next day as he sees people at his: funeral estab- 
lishment, at Nineteenth Ward political headquarters, at meetings of 
the Democratic City Committee and so on. That’s why if you tap 
Pops, you will probably have a good idea what Negroes are thinking 
about. 
Just now Chambers is going through an unhappy phase of his 
political career. There are two main reasons: The civil service has 
reduced patronage to a mere trickle, so he cannot get jobs for his 
people. Second, the housing shortage is so desperate that it is hard 
to save tenants from evictions, or to find new places for them to 
live. Chambers “can’t deliver” in these two vital matters. He ‘says: 
“You give people an income-paying job and a place to live and you 
have no trouble.” And he added: “If you could lie down at night 
feeling these two things were settled, you could have pleasant 


dreams.”

POPS SPEAKS SOFTLY and with composure until he hits a 
subject in. which he thinks his people have been treated unfairly. 
Then he speaks with sudden animation and obvious depth of feel- 
ing. But he always tempers his judgments with reason and therein 
lies another story.

Approved farm ponds in Mis- 
souri have increased by 50.- 
000 in the past 10 years. This 
has done much to take the pres- 
sure off the streams which are 
heavily fished, but fishing has 
improved little. The pressure of 
civilization has relentlessly de- 
stroyed habitat—due to silt in the 
water resulting from deforestation 
and unwise farm practices, and 
to the ever-increasing pollution of 
many streams. Thus farm ponds 
are becoming of greater impor- 
tance from the angler’s point of 
view. 

Farm ponds vary in size from 
one-fourth acre to several acres. 
All will produce fish if they are 
carefully managed and treated 
with commercial fertilizers to 
keep up the level of plant and 
small animal life which the fish 
use for food. Small ponds, how- 
ever, do not stay in natural bal- 
ance as well as the larger ones. 
Ponds are usually stocked with 
fish that will maintain a natural 
balance between ‘prey and preda- 
tor species. Bluegills, which uti- 
lize the insect and small animal 
life of ponds, are the prey species, 
and large-mouth black bass are 
the predator species. 

Commercial fertilizer is placed 
in the pond a month or so before 
the fish. As a general rule, the 
fish are fry or fingerling in size, 
in order that a proper balance in 
weight and size can be maintained 
and a maximum production har- 
vested in the ensuing years. When 
the pond comes into production, 
it should be heavily fished to pre- 
vent overpopulation and a large 
. number of undersized, stunted 
fish. 

“Fish farmers” can expect to 
harvest 50 to 100 pounds of fish 
an acre in a pond that remains 
in its natural state, but a well- 
managed, properly fertilized one 
will produce up to 300 pounds an 
acre of water. A successful pond 
cannot be built on dammed 
streams where flood waters might 
wash away the fish stock or 
where there is too great a flow 
of water for the small plant or 
animal life to flourish. Silt from 
erosion of adjacent soil can make 
a pond become a poor producer 
of fish, also. Production of a 
pound of fish in a fertilized pond 
has been estimated to cost six to 
eight cents. 

The theory of management is, 
of course, that the bluegill feed 
upon the plankton, or minute veg- 
etable and animal life, produced 
by the fertilization of the water, 
and the bass, in turn, feed upon

drive is more and more trans- 
forming the American stockpile 
of atomic weapons into‘a new 
Maginot Line. When atomic 
weapons look like becoming all 
the weapons we have, it is not 
easy to talk about demilitarizing 
atomic energy. 

The position in this regard has 
recently been worsened, more- 
over, by the planning that has 
been done since the ratification of 
the Atlantic pact. We are com- 
mitted to the defense of Western 
Europe. Both the Europeans and 
ourselves are aware that the 
weapons being provided under 
the military aid program are in- 
sufficient to give Western Europe 
true security. 

Disarmament Program. 

The Europeans have also noted 
the “economy”-born American 
disarmament program. Because 
we have not much else'to offer, 
we have offered the destruction 
of the Soviet Union’s vital centers 
as our contribution to Western 
Europe’s defense in case of war. 
This is another American com- 
mitment, of almost unimaginable 
significance. 

There are several comments to 
be made on this state of affairs, 
all of them unpleasant. In the 
first place, a measure of general 
disarmament, to give greater 
security to Western Europe, 
would probably have’ to go hand 
in hand with any plan for inter- 


national atomic energy control. 


Even so, if atomic weapons were 
outlawed, we should still be called 
upon to make a more serious, 
more balanced defense effort than 
we are now making. 

In the second place, however, 
there is every reason to believe 
that we ought to make this kind 


= | of defense effort in any case. As 


is worth 1000 words ! 
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is clear from the remarkable 
analysis presented in Dr. Van- 
nevar Bush’s “Modern Arms and 
Free Men,” many leading scien- 
tists think the whole plan for 
massive, strategic use of atomic 
weapons may shortly become 
obsolete. 

New means of defense against 
big bombers, such as ground-to- 
air guided missiles, are already in 
the prototype stage. The Rus- 
sians, meanwhile, ares working 
overtime to provide themselves 
with the conventional means of 
defense. The whole problem of 
air attacks on Russian targets 
may well be transformed in two 
or three years’ time by Soviet 
production of jet fighters and the 
rapidly progressing installation of 
Soviet air warning nets. Yet no 
comparable air defense is being 
provided for Western Europe, 
within easy range of Soviet air 
attack. 

In short, we have made a prom- 
ise of a specialized contribution to 


which we may well not be able 
to keep, if and when the time 
comes. And because of Secre- 
tary Johnson’s so-called economy, 
we are increasingly unable to 
make the more general contribu- 
tions to the strength of the free 
world that this country ought to* 
make. No situation could be more 
dangerous or more pernicious. It 
is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
“new look” at atomic energy con- 
trol will be only the beginning of 
a realistic new look at the whole 
problem of our changing world 
position. 


THREE ROMANIANS, 


ACCUSED OF SPYING 
FORU.S., EXECUTED 


® BUCHAREST, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
An official announcement last 
night said three Romanians sen- 
tenced to death last week on 
charges of spying for the Amer- 
ican counter-intelligence had been 
executed by a firing squad. 

They were Lt. Col. Dan Te- 
torian, former Romanian general 
staff intelligence officer; Marcel 


Mihail Eliade, a major in the 
army reserve corps. 

They were accused of being 
spies for the United States 
counter-intelligence in Linz, Aus- 
tria. (This dispatch did not say, 
but presumably they were ar- 
rested in Romania.) 

A Bucharest military court pro- 
nounced sentence after a secret 
trial last month and their appeals 
were rejected.

BAGGAGEMEN SUE TRAINMEN

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 14 
(AP)—A damage suit totaling 
$2,500,000 was filed in circuit 
court here yesterday in behalf of 
250 messenger-baggagemen 
against the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. 

The suit charges the unincor- 
porated association of trainmen 
with discriminatory interference 
in employment rights. It involves 
a dispute between the plaintiffs.

Paul Downs, a lawyer, filed the 
suit.

The awards 
gave railroad brakemen exclusive 
rights to handle baggage, Downs 
said.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP)—Dr. 
Albert A. Berg, a noted surgeon, 
has contributed an undisclosed 
amount of money for a national 
center for reform Judaism, it was 
announced yesterday. 

The grant was made to the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, consisting of more 
than 400 congregations in the 
United States and Canada. 

Dr. Maurice N. Eisendrath, 
president of the union, said the 
gift was “the largest single con- 
tribution to any Jewish religious 
body in our generation.”

PEACE GROUP URGES 
BAR ON ATOMIC BOMB 


Calis on U.S. to Propose 
Agreement as Step in 
Disarmament. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP) — 
More than 1100 religious and 
other leaders today proposed out- 
lawing of the atomic bomb as the 
first step in a program of general 
disarmament. 

The group signed ‘a ‘statement 
calling on President Truman to 
instruct the American United Na- 
tions delegation to propose an 
agreement to bar the atomic 
bomb “as an instrument of inter- 
national warfare.” 

“We believe,” the statement 
said, “that, at the same time, it is 
possible and necessary for the Big 
Four nations to confer once more 
concerning their mutual prob- 
lems—this time in an atmosphere 
of purposefulness and sobriety 
which can predetermine the suc- 
cess of their discussion.” 

The statement, released by the 
Committee for Peaceful Alterna- 
tives to the Atlantic Pact was 
initiated by 19 clergymen, educa- 
tors and scientists. 

Among these were two Nobel 
prize winners—Miss Emily Greene 
Balch of Wellesley, Mass., 1946 
peace prize winner and Thomas 
Mann, who won the 1929 litera- 
ture prize. 

Other initiators included the 
Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons of 
San Francisco, retired Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop Bishop W. J, 
Walls of Chicago, African Metho- 
dist Episcopal clergyman Freder- 
ick L. Schuman, professor of po- 
litical science, Williams College;

IN FACT, THIS IS the first television musical 
show which approaches the sort of musical num- 
bers they turn out so effortlessly in the movies 
—if that is one of your enthusiasms. The show 
emanates from A.B.C.’s television center on 
Manhattan’s West Sixty-sixth street, formerly 
the New York Riding Club. It is one of the few 
spots in central Manhattan with enough ceiling 
height and floor space to give the electricians 
and cameramen a little elbow room. The White- 
man show is evidence that A.B.C.’s heavy invest- 
ment on Sixty-sixth street may eventually pay 
dividends. 

It opens with a shot of Whiteman—cherubic, 
well stuffed and, as I remarked earlier, shaved 
—conducting his big band in one of old 
favorites like “Valencia.” Mercifully, the cam- 
era monkeyshines with the trombone players are 
held to a decent minimum. In place of the 
trombones, Whiteman has substituted dancers 
who are much more fetching to look at. 
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THIS IS THE FIRST TV show since the re- 
grettable demise of “The Crystal Ball” which 
has fully exploited dancing. Valerie Bettis, the 
tigerish lady of “Inside U.S.A.,” has been re- 
tained as choreographer. She does an expert 
job, too, against those fancy settings to Mr. W.’s 
fancy arrangements. My anly complaint is that 
some of the dances appear to bear very little 
association with the melodies or with anything 
else. You'll see.some fine dancers though, among 
them Allyn McLerie of “Miss Liberty.” 

Whiteman, who claims to have discovered al- 
most everyone of talent except Jackie Robinson, 
has his newest discovery, a 13-year-old singer 
named Junie Keegan, as a vocalist. She is one 
of Whiteman’s less spectacular discoveries but 
she’s all right. Each week there is a guest who 
is likely to do almost anything. Hoagy Car- 
michael sang his own “Washboard Blues.” 
Charles Laughton recited a fragment from “Of 
Time and the River” in his tumultuous whisper 
of a voice. 

Mady Christians, rushing in where fools have 
more sense than to tread, tried to dramatize 
Dorothy Parker’s “The Waltz.” No one has ever 
brought this off successfully, Miss Christians 
being neither better nor worse than anyone 
else. (Leave it alone, kids. It isn’t meant to be 
recited: it’s meant to be read.)

THIS TYPE OF PLEA reaches me so often that I think 
we should analyze such a case very carefully. Some parents 
sacrifice unduly in an effort to gloat over the social prestige 
or professional eminence of their sons. They become so 
wrapped up in their desire to push the boy into the limelight, 
that they fail to appreciate his normal wish to marry and 
establish a home. : 

Ernest had been prodded throughout his educational ca- 
reer so that he would always bring home straight “A” averages. 
Thus, he didn’t have time for dates in high school or college, 
because his parents kept his nose to the educational grind- 
stone too much. , 

Consequently, he lacked social experience. Like a narrowly 
trained specialist who gets out of his field, Ernest was rela- 
tively inexperienced and helpless in social affairs. He didn’t 
know the difference between puppy love and the real McCoy.

HE WAS THUS a deformed personality! His parents 
would feel very heartbroken if they had caused him to lose 
an eye, or an arm or leg. But they have caused him to lose 
the self-reliance and practical knowledge of applied psychology 
by making him into a hookworm,.

To all who come ‘to Rome, 
confess their sins, receive com- 
munion, visit the four Holy Year 
basilicas and recite in them the 
prescribed prayers, the Pope has 
promised a plenary indulgence. 
According to Catholic teaching 
this is full remission of the tem- 
poral punishment due to sin, 
which otherwise must be expi- 
ated in purgatory after death by 
the soul before it can enter 
heaven. 

The Jubilee will begin with the 
opening of the Holy Door in Saint 


.Feter’s Basilica Christmas eve by 


Pope Pius in one of the most 
colorful of the many ceremonies 
to be held during the Holy Year. 

At the same time, Holy Doors in 
the three other patriarchal ba- 
Silicas of Rome—Saint Mary Ma- 
jor, Saint John Lateran and Saint 
Paul Outside the Walls—will be 
opened by Cardinal legates ap- 
pointed by the Pope. 

The four basilicas are the 
churches Holy Year pilgrims 


must visit to gain the spiritual . 


benefits of the Jubilee. 

At Saint Peter’s, the culminat- 
ing moment of the ceremony will 
come when in hushed silence, 
Pope Pius strikes with a silver 
hammer the cross on the Holy 
Door for the third time and in- 
tones in Latin: “Open the gates, 
because the Lord is with us.” 

There will be a moment of si- 
lence. Then the wall of the Holy 
Door, previously loosened, will 
begin to swing slowly open. The 
bells of Rome’s almost 500 
churches will ring, announcing 
the Holy Year. 

The Holy Doors remain open 
day and night throughout the 
Jubilee. They are bricked up be- 


tween Jubilees. 
* 
T past Holy years, the Central 

Committee for the 1950 Jub- 
ilee is endeavoring to keep costs 
for pilgrimages as low as possible 
and to protect the pilgrim from 
profiteers, swindlers and sellers 
of gadgets. 

It has also entered the market 
to provide pilgrims as many fa- 
cilities as possible at controlled 
prices. 

Thus, pilgrims will benefit 
from reduced __ transportation 
rates, low priced room and board 
and low priced excursions. Their 
pilgrim ticket—contained in the 
pilgrims’ envelopes. distributed 
through nationay Holy Year com- 
mittees at a price ranging from 
about 80 cents in Italy to $3 in 
the United States—will entitle 
them to visit the Vatican muse- 
ums. Negotiations are under way 
to obtain reductions for visits to 
other Italian museums. The pil- 
grim’s envelope—millions of them 
have already been distributed— 
contains a Holy Year booklet, 
pilgrim’s insignia and a guide of 
Rome. 

The Central Committee’s ef- 
forts aim at avoiding as much as 
possible the modern counterparts 
of experiences of centuries past 
when footsore, weary pilgrims 
were victimized by innkeepers 
along the way, sometimes robbed, 
and finally, when they reached 
Rome, subjected to sky-high 
prices. Chroniclers of the first 
Jubilee of which there is definite 
record, that of 1300, tell that 
food became scarce at the third 
month, but that Pope Boniface 
VIII took quick measures. He 
ordered nearby towns in the hills 
near Rome to load passing pil- 
grims and their donkeys and 
horses with food. 

In 1575, Pope Gregory XIII 
built extensive stalls to shelter

horses and donkeys ‘during the 
eleventh Jubilee. He also pro- 
hibited innkeepers from raising 
their prices. 

For the 1950 Holy Year 21,458 
beds have been provided, the Holy 
Year Committee has conferred 
with airlines, some of which al- 
ready have granted reductions, 
and with shipping lines. Reduc- 
tions have been granted by rail- 
roads in Italy, France, Austria, 
Germany, Spain and Switzerland, 
these ranging — depending upon 
the number of pilgrims in each 
group — from 20 per cent for 

travelers in Germany to as 
as 60 per cent for groups of 
750 or more pilgrims in Italy. 

In Rome, buildings to house pil- 
grims have been loaned by the 
Vatican and by Italian state au- 
thorities. Others have been: ob- 
tained from monasteries and con- 
vents, and in addition, “Peregrina- 
tion” has contragted with private 
builders for construction, repair- 
ing and furnishing of -buildings— 
about $3,000,000 coming for this 
work from ERP funds, of which 
one-fourth will be returned at the 
end of Holy Year. 

Controlled prices for rooms 
(subject to change if there are 
sharp fluctuations in currency) 
range from about $1.35 a day for 
a room with single bed to about 
70 cents for a room in which 


_there are more than five beds. 


Prices of meals range from 
about $3 to about $2.50. Prices 
include -breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. Conducted, price-con- 
trolled tours will be offered. 

Sale of gadgets has been pro- 
hibited in St. Peter’s square, but 
Monsignor Sergio Pignedoli, sec- 
retary of the Central Committee,

1. The Red Cross says it needs 
at least a quarter of a million 
volunteers. Phone the nearest 
representative and inquire. 


2. Organizations such as the 
Camp Fire Girls and Girl Scouts 
continually need leaders and help- 
ers with groups of all ages. Your 
own girls will soon be old enough, 
I judge, to fit into the younger 
groups—Blue Birds and Brownies. 

3. Any near-by hospital might 
need nurses’ aids. If there is a 
Veterans’ Hospital, it can often 
use volunteers to read or teach 
handicapped patients. 

4. Every church needs more 
help in many ways. 

5. Be one of a committee of 
three from your club, PTA, or 
other organization, to find out 
what is going on in your own 
community as a starter, Visit the 
juvenile court, divorce court, de- 
tention home, county charities, 
institutions for the poor and aged. 

6. If you are near a mental 
hospital visit it. Ask yourself 
whether you would be satisfied to 
have your own mother or father 
sent there. Get Albert Deutsch’s 
book, “‘The Shame of the States,” 
from your public library and 
study it. If you find conditions 
good in your own hospital, write 
the superintendent a letter and 
tell him so. If you are not satis- 
fied, ask him what the communi- 
ty can do to improve the situation.

But in the past, as for the 1950 
Holy Year, the hope for peace 
and the uplifting of men’s hearts 
to spiritual life were primary mo- 
tives for calling jubilees. 

Countless thousands came, de- 
spite the hardships of long jour- 
neys, perils of war and the threats 
of bandits. From France in the 
Middie Ages many devout Chris- 
tians made 50-day barefoot walk- 
ing pilgrimages. . 

For the first Catholic Jubilee 


of which there is definite record 


~—that declared by Pope Boniface 
VIII in 1300—pilgrims came to 
Rome in such great numbers that 
they filled the streets “like an 
army that grows day by day.” 
Many came on foot, the very old 
borne on the shoulders of the 
young. They came _ singing 
hymns. 

When the second Jubilee was 
called in 1350 by Pope Clement 
VI the papacy was established at 
Avignon. Clement never came 
to Rome, where anarchy and dis- 
order were then rampant and 
there was plague — the plague 
described by Boccaccio in his 
Decameron. The earthquake of 
1349 had wrought havoc in 
France and Germany. In Rome 
the roof of the Lateran basilica 
fell and the Basilica of Saint 
Paul was damaged. Ludwig the 
Bavarian descended upon Rome 
and put it to fire and sword. The 
winter was unusually bitter. But 
even so more pilgrims came 
than in 1300. 

The world was still suffering 
from the shock of World War I 
when Pope Pius XI—in 1925— 
called the twenty-thisd Holy 
Year. 

Eight years later, Pius XI 
called an extraordinary “Jubilee 
of the Redemption” to commem- 
orate in 1933 the nineteenth cen- 


tenary of the death of Christ.

OFFEE is the supject of con-

Drip Method: Preheat pot by 
scalding with hot water. Measure 
required amount of ground coffee 
into filter section. Measure re- 
quired amount of fresh boiling 
water into upper container, then 
cover. When dripping is com- 
pleted, remove upper section im- 
mediately, Stir brew and serve. 
Cloth filters should be washed in 
cold water immediately after us- 
ing and kept immersed in cold 
water until next used. 


Percolator Method: Measure re- 
quired amount of fresh cold water 
into .percolator and place on heat. 
When water boils, remove from 
heat. Measure required amount 
of ground coffee into basket and 
insert basket into percolator. 
Cover, return to heat and allow 
to percolate slowly for six to 
eight minutes. Remove coffee 
basket and serve. 

Vacuum Method: Measure re- 
quired amount of frésh cold water 
into lower bowl; place on heat. 
Place filter into upper bowl and 
add measured quantity of ground 
coffee, but do not insert in lower 
bowl. (If you have a vacuum 
maker with a vented stem—a 
small hole in the side of the tube 
above the hot-water line) the pot 
may be completely assembled be- 
fore placing on heat. In this t@be 
of vacuum maker the water in 
the lower bowl will not start to 
rise until the water boils. When 
water starts to rise, reduce heat 
and follow the regular proce- 
dure. When water in lower bowl 
boils actively, reduce heat. (If 
electricity is used, turn it off.) 
Insert upper bowl with a slight 
twist to insure a tight seal. When 
the water has risen into upper 
bowl (some water will always re- 
main in the lower bowl), stir wa- 
ter and coffee thoroughly. In one 
to three minutes (depending on 
.grind, finer grinds require the 
shorter time), turn off heat. (if 
electricity is used, remove coffee 
maker from unit.) When all cof- 
fee has been drawn into lower 
bowl, remove upper bowl and 
serve. Cloth filters should be 
washed in cold water immediate- 
ly after being used and kept im- 
mersed in cold water until used

Your 
partner has about the: same num- 
ber of cards that you have, while 
both opponents have fairly sub- 
stantial hands and have already 
melded canastas of sixes and 
fives, plus A-A-Joker-2, 9-9-9-0, 
and the meld. which your right- 
hand opponent has just put down, 
7-7-7-7. You have just drawn your 
4. What should you discard? 


Your safest discard would be 
the 4—but what price safety? The 
opponents “own” the pack, and if 
they cannot take it immediately 
it is almost a certainty they will 
do so within a few plays. Then 
you will have thrown away a card 
which is especially important to 
you because it established the 
base for a canasta. 


You cannot make a canasta 
without four natural cards; with- 
out a canasta you cannot go out— - 
and it is vitally important that 
you play to go out as soon as pos- 
sible. Your partner may have 
one or more wild cards, but until 
yeu have established a canasta 
base he doesn’t know where to 
add them. By all means add that 
four to your meld as fast as pos- 
sible. If partner has two wild 
cards, he will probably complete 
the canasta at once; if he has one 
he may add it and let you com- 
plete it with your own wild card. 
(Which you should do, even if it 
interferes with your going out 
yourself; perhaps partner’s hand 
is better matched.) 

You discardethe 9, preferring to 
match a meld that has been on 
the table for some time rather 
than add to the latest one.

NEW YORK. 
ANY of us in this country 
M are disturbed by the per- 
sistent reports that Nazis 
were being placed in many im- 
portant positions in Germany. 
And I think it is a good time to 
examine the whole situation. 
Those of us who have known 
Germany and the Germans for a 
long time—and my knowledge of 
that country goes back 60 years, 
as I went there as a little girl— 
have a rather long perspective on 
the character of the German 
people. They like authority. They 
have been accustomed to direc- 
tion and to being told what to do 
in every phase of their existence. 
I have never been in a country 
where the signs are more com- 
pletely explicit. They do not say, 
“Please do not do thus and so”; 
they say, “Verboten,” pure and 
simple.

AS A RESULT of all this, there 
has grown up in Germany a sys- 
tem of class. Any little govern- 
ment functionary had certain lit- 
tle responsibilities and certain au- 
thority. He was looked up to by 
all his neighbors and as you went 
higher up he was shown even 
greater respect by the people. 

You do not change the charac- 
ter of a people overnight. They 
may not have liked the Nazi re- 
gime. But they accepted it be- 
cause it represented authority. 
Now, as. they get control of their 
own affairs, they are going to put 
back into places of authority the 
peonle whom they are accustomed 
to have manage their affairs, 
whether in the economic, the gov- 
ernmental, the educational or the 
religious field. 

The people in Germany who 
stood out by themselves in oppo- 
sition to authority are r in- 
deed. We must realize, ther®fore, 
that as we give more authority to 
the Germans we are going to find 
back in positions of trust more 
people who were “in those posi- 
tions during the Nazi regime. 
Some of these leaders may have 
become convinced of the evils of 
the Nazi government. We may, 
through our efforts at education, 
help to educate some of the 
younger people in democratic 
ways, and if there is enough ex- 
change on the student level some 
young people may become con- 
vinced of the value of a demo- 
cratic and free country.

West, who had no extremely at- 
tractive lead, elected to lay down 
the spade ace, “to take a look at 
the dummy.” East signaled vigor- 
ously with the spade jack, and 
West duly continued the suit. 

It is very obvious to anyo 
looking at all four hands th 
South could have taken the dia- 
mond finesse and in that simple 
way put the contract “on ice.” 
South, however, was in no such 
fortunate position. Quite natur- 
ally, he feared that the diamond 
finesse might lose, and that an 
unfavorable club position might 
force him to concede two tricks 
in that suit also. 

So South decided tc play tor a 
strip and throw-in. He ruffed 
the second spade, drew trumps, 
ruffed dummy’s last spade, and 
then played the ace, king and 
jack of diamonds. He hoped that 
East had the diamond queen; if 
that was the case, East would 
have to return a club, thus in- 
suring South against two losers 
in the suit, or by returning a 
spade or diamond, give South a 
ruff and discard. 

It did not work out that way, 
however, because West took the 
diamond trick, and his shift to 
clubs was fatal to the contract. 

There was one card which de- 
clarer knew the location of, name- 
ly, the spade king! Using that 
knowledge, he should have ruffed 
the second spade, drawn trumps, 
and then led the spade queen, 
discarding a diamond from his 
own hand! In this way he would 
make sure of throwing East on 
lead, and whether East returned 
a diamond, a spade or a club, 
South would be absolutely safe.

| Overcoming Bad Habits

éé HAVE a bad temper” or 
| “I drink too much”’—“I 
am always criticizing,” 
or “I am lazy” are familiar 
complaints from those who still 
believe that nobility of character 
is an important goal. _They 
would not make such admis- 
sions if they did not have a 
strong desire to break the chain 
of evil habits. They can realize 
this desire—any bad habit can 
be broken. But getting free 
of it requires four things: 
Introspection is necessary in 
order that we shall isolate the 
habit and see it clearly as a sin. 
The surprise we feel when 
others criticize some fault in us 
proves that we have not prac- 
ticed introspection sufficiently 
to know ourselves. 


Some people are afraid ever 


to look into their consciences, 
for fear of what they might 
find; they are like the other 
cowards who dare not open tele- 
grams because they dread bad 
news. 

But introspection is to the 
soul what diagnosis is to the 
body—the first necessary step 
toward health. The Prodigal 
Son “entered into himself” be- 
fore he was able to resolve 
to admit his mistakes to his 
father. Turning the search- 
light of attention upon our- 
selves shows us the vice or evil 
habit which requires correction; 
it makes us see ourselves not as 
we wish we were, but as we 
really are.

AVOIDING THE  OCCA- 
SIONS of sin is the easiest way 
of avoiding sin itself. The way 
to keep out of trouble is to keep 
out of the situations that lead 
up to trouble: the man who 
gets burned whenever he is near 
a fire had better eschew fires. 
The alcoholic must avoid the 
first sip of the first drink; the 
libertiffe must keep away from 
pretty women, the evil-minded 
must flee the company of those 
who degrade him. Our Lord 
said, “He that loveth the danger 
will perish therein.” 

Temptation is hard to over- 
come at the last moment, when 
the sin is within our reach; it 
is easy to overcome if we act 
decisively to avoid a situation 
in which we might be tempted. 
Environments can make sin re- 
pulsive or attractive to us, for 
our surroundings affect us all. 


But we can choosé the environ-, 


ment we wish and can ruthless- 
ly reject the one that leads to 
trouble. 

Our Lord told us, “If thy 
right eye is the occasion of thy 
falling into sin, pluck it out and 
cast it away from thee.” This 
means that if the books we 
read, the homes we visit, the 
games we play cause us to 
stumble morally, then we should 
cut them out and cast them 
from us. 

x * * 

AN ACT OF THE WILL is 
vital to any accomplishment. 
Doctors tell us that nothing is 
a greater help te the sick than 
a willto live. So, if we are to 
overcome our vices, we must 
bring a strong will to bear on 
them. We acquired the bad 
habits only because we gave 
ground to them by a consent of 
the will, until they became au- 
tomatic and perhaps even un- 
conscious. To master them, we 
must reverse the process and 
use the will to break their auto- 
matic functioning. 

Our characters do not consist 
in what we know, but in what 
we choose, and choosing is done 
by the will. After the Prodigal 
had entered into himself and 
left the environment of sin, his 
next step was a brace himself 
with the great resolve, “I will 
arise and go to my father.”

A RIGHT PHILOSOPHY of 
life is needed to complete the 
work, for evil habits cannot be 
overcome by the will alone; 
love is required as well. No 
alcoholic is cured until he finds 
something to value more highly 
than the attractions of alcohol. 
No other evil is renounced un- 
til the sinner finds some posi- 
tive good he prizes above his 
sin. Our Lord warned us of 
the house, swept and garnished, 
which was filled by seven 
devils worse than the first; this 
was the inevitable result when 
an evil was driven out but no 
good was sent to take its place.

Evil habits are not driven out

No new, competing love is 
large enough except the love of 
God Himself, with all that that 
love makes us long to do. St.
